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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The breadth of the claims remains encompassed by the applied prior art of record, even presuming after final 
entry of these proposed amendments as submitted. Insufficient detail concerning placement, utilization, and functional operation of 
redundancy attribute{s) exist for proper distinguishing over the prior art of record as applied. Further, there is no simplification of the 
claimed subject matter, isolation of particular attribute features or usage, or clarification of definition for the broadly presented "redundancy 
attributes" to property ascertain what is or is not covered by claims using this broad declaration. Since Applicant has had numerous 
opportunities to amend the claimed subject matter and has failed to modify the claim language to distinguish over the prior art of record by 
clarifying or substantially nan-owing the claim language. Applicant apparently intends that a broad interpretation be given to the claims and 
the Examiner has adopted such in the present and previous Office action rejections.
